The bulkhead built jointly by 
the City and the Bay Counties? 
Land company, will serve as a 
barrier into which silt can be 
pumped, reclaiming 100 acres of 
tide lands which will be utilized for 
factories, yards, etc. 

Specifications will be prepared to 
dredge a channel 20 feet deep and 
street out to deep water in the hay. 
It is estimated that this will cost 
about $255,000 to do this dredging 
and throw the mud up for a bulk- 
head. ‘This bu!khead work is that 
recommended by the United States 
engineers.

$440,000 has been spent for the 
wnneland highway.

ABDUCTORS OF ‘‘BUDDIE"’ KEET

Butte Goes Into Mourning 
For Its Miner Dead 


Butte, Mont.—All hope that any of 
the unaceounted for miners, believed to 
number about 170, had eseaped at the 
North Butte mines was abandoned last 
Saturday night, when the helmet) men 
penetrated to the 2200-foot level of the 
Speculator mine from adjoining mines, 
waded through water up to their arm- 
pits, encountered strong gas and saw 
many bodies, whieh they were unable to 
recover, Sixty-one bodies had been re- 
covered up to midnight from the works 
of the North Butte Mining Company. 
From the North Butte 222 had been res- 
cued and from the Diamond mine 60. 

It had been planned to attempt. to 
hoist eleven bodies through the High 
Ore mine of the Anaconda Mining Com 
pany, but a shifting in the air currents 
drove out the helmet men. 

The Granite Mountain shaft, the deep- 
est in Butte, was a roaring chimney, and 
with the destruction of its supporting 
timbers the ground is caving, compelling 
all work to be direetel from the levels 
connecting with adjoining mines. 

The Granite Mountain shaft has 
depth of 3600 feet, and was completed 
to its present depth only two years ago. 
The North Butte Company has one other 
shaft, the Speculator, about 800 feet dis 
tant, connecting with the Granite Moun 
tain on the different levels. u 

It is believed that the mine damage 
will exceed $1,000,000, with the liability 
insurance which the North Butte Com- 
pany itself earries of $4000 for the Jife 
of each miner Jost, this being a statu 
tory provision under the eompensation 
laws of Montana, 

That workings in the immediate vi- 
einity of the shaft, for 200 feet both 
above and below the 2400-foot level, 
where the fire originated from contact 
of -a- carbide lamp with fraved, tar- 
soaked cambrie insulation of a huge 
cable being lowered to eonnect ventilat- 
ing fans, were for a time a seething fur- 
nace, is indicated by developments of 
the reseue work. 

Two station tenders were burned al 
most to a crisp when caught in the 
xranite mountain shaft 200 feet above 
the burning of the signal bell system. 
Gas and smoke in such volume as to fill 
practically every working resulted from 
the burning shaft timbers before the 
flames were quenched. 

The faces of bodies found hundreds 
of feet from the shaft itself on the 700 
and 800 foot levels, a distanee of 1600 
feet above the origin of the fire, were 
burned, 

An appalling sight, which caused the 
strongest hearts to quail, was the crema 
tion of two men. Mike Conway and 
Pete Sheridan, station tenders, were 
trapped like rats in a double-decked 
cage, about twenty feet above the collar 
of the shaft, with the flames flying from 
the shaft like a giant toreh around them. 

The cage hung up in eonsequence of 
the fire disarranging the hoisting ma 
chinery, and within sight of the few 
spectators, who were powerless to help, 
the unconscious men were burned to a 
crisp, 


TWENTY-YEAR-OLD ‘BOY HERO

Twenty-six men, rescued from the 
2400-foot level of the Speculator mine, 
owe their lives to the heroism and. re- 
soureefulness of Manus Duggan, a 
nipper, or toolboy. 
Young Duggan, displaying rare presence 
of mind, showed his older fellow-work 
ers how to bulkhead themselves from 
the dangerous gas and preserve their 
lives until their rescue.

NOW TO “PLAY ’EM SAFE” 


ie LEAGUERS INCLINED 


‘Improvement in Handling Ball Tends 
to Discourage “Ty Cobb Stuff” 
on the Bases. 


Is it the better plan nowadays to 
take the long chances on the sacks, 
or {is it best to “play ’em safe?’ 
Should a player (take it for grant- 
ed that he is a good, fast man, up 
to the required averuge in speed) try 
to stretch his hits, or check himself 
at the bases where he knows he has 
found perfect safety? 

In short, to sum {ft up, should the 
average player try to do the Ty Cobb 
stuff on every possible occasion, or 
should he change his tactics, watch 
the ball, and play it safe, holding his 
hassock, never advancing for an ex- 
tra base unless the chance seems ab- 
solutely certain? 

Not long ago almost every manager 
would have answered, without a mo- 
ment’s hesitation, “Take the chance!” 

Now, there’s some thinking, some 
hesitating. “Safety first’ is gaining 
a firmer hold upon the wiser mana- 
gers—-and there's a reason. The rea-

always for the extra bases, taking the 
slimmest chance to mnove along, were 
numerous. Here was how the case 
was argued: If an outfielder makes 
even the smallest fumble of your hit, 
go on. To keep you from making 
that extra base these things must be 
done: The flelder must pick up the 
ball. He must locate the infielder 
to whom he should make the peg. 
He must make a perfect and unerr- 
{ng throw. The infielder must make 
a perfect catch; must locate you as 
you approach, and must, without los- 
ing the smallest fraction of time, get 
the ball upon you. Chances, therefore, 
were inainly f!n favor of the nervy run- 
ner. Why, then the change? 

For this simple reason: Of recent 
years the mechanical handling of the 
ball, especially by the man who takes 
a throw, has become very skillful. The 
way in which the gloved hand is ma- 
nipulated in tending to infield plays 
and the perfection with which these 
things are done comes pretty near to 
reversing the former situation, and 
putting the burden of trouble on the 
runner.

WAGES LOSE IN RACE 


Fail to Keep Up With the Advance 
in Food Prices. 


Uncle Sam’s Figures Show High Cost 
of Living Cut Worker’s Pay 16 
Per Cent in Nine Years. 

If a dollar’s worth of food, bought 
jin 1907, weighed the market busket 
; down ten pounds, in 1916 that dollar 
purchased only a trifle more than sev- 
en pounds. The retail prices of food 
; Jumped 39 per cent in 1916, as coimn- 
pared with 1907, according to the in- 
| vestigations of the bureau of lubor sta- 
; tistics in Uncle Sam's department of 
labor. 

Despite an average increase of 19 
per cent in wages per hour in the same 
period, and a reduction in hours 
worked of 4 per cent, the rising cost 
of foods has operated to cut the pay 
\of the American workingman about 15 
| per cent expressed in terms of food his 


; Wages will buy. A workingman who 
made three dollars'a day in 1907, work- 
{ing ten hours, in 1916 worked nine 
hours and 36 minutes a day and drew 
S3.48 for it; but it cost him $417 to 
[buy the same quantity of food his $8 
would cover in 1907; so he really was 
6 cents worse off. 

The bureau of lubor statistics gath 
ers figures from 48 leading cities of 
the United States, on union seales of 
Wages, and from 46 cities on food 
In these cities live about one- 
fifth (twenty million) of the nation’s 
people. The wage returns come from 11 
xroups of orgunized workers. These 
ligures are taken from two bulletins, 
giving scales of wages and hours of 
Index 
)nuinbers, percentages showing propor- 
jtionate rates of increase or reduction, 
ure shown for each year. 

A vital fact should be considered, 
| however, says a report of the bureau, 
| “Those figures do not account for idle 

tine. Until recently the department 
‘ould not get satisfactory figures on this 
point. But it is a matter of common 
i knowledge that jobs now are chasing 
jmen. In 1907 there were no jobs to 
dodge. The land was crowded with 
idle men. At a conference of workers 
held ut the department of commerce 
and labor in 1909 to discuss the prob- 
lem of unemployment, Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American Feder- 
ution of Labor, stated that “since Oc- 
tober, 1907, nearly 2,000,000 workers 
were out of jobs,” who had been work- 
ing steadily prior to that time. Other 
estimates placed the number of men 
then idle at from three to four millions. 
Nowadays every man who wants work 
can find ft, and that {s a very {mpor- 
tant fact. 

“To make the difference in living 
costs plainer, take the experience of 
Denny O'Neill. Denny worked on the 
railroad {n 1907 for $1.40 a day of ten 
hours. Denny is a steady man and he 
kept his.work right along. He got $8.40 
a week in 1907. Denny’s pay now—on 
the averages found by the department 
of labor, is $9.75 a week. He works 
about twenty-odd minutes less each day 
than he did. In 1907 Denny paid five 
doliars a week for food. So Denny’s 
living was actually cut during these 
nine years of rising wages. He loses 
60 cents a week, not counting rent, 
which has not changed for Denny, nor 
counting clothes, which cost him more. 

“The averages of food and of pay 
qualified by reductions in hours worked 
rose at about the same rate from 1912 
to 1915, so that during that time wages 
would pay for about even quantities 
of food each year. Actually, workers 
enjoyed better conditions in 1915 than 
in 1912, because they had more and 
steadier work. But war losses got into 
the equation in 1916 and pushed up 
food prices faster than wages.

By providing “cards of honor” 
for display outside every house 
in the United States which has 
a man serving his country as a 
“Soldier of the Sea,” the U. S. 
Marine Corps has kept to its 
slogan “First in Action.” 

These cards bear the follow- 
ing announcement in letters of 
scarlet: “A man from this house 
is serving in the United States 
Marine Corps.” The men who 
are accepted for service in “the 
first line of defense’ receive 
copies which are turned over to 
their relatives or the friends 
with whom they resided. 


GAIN IN PHOSPHATE OUTPUT 


Production In United States, Which 
Was Nearly Cut in Half in 1915, 
Showed Increase in 1916. 

The production of rock phosphate in 
the United States, which was cur- 
tailed in 1914 and nearly cut in half 
in 1915, made a partial recovery in 
1916. According to figures just com- 
piled by Uncle Sam’s geological sur- 
; vey, from reports rec ved from all 
/ active producers in the country, the 
total quantity of phosphate rock sold 
in the United States in 1916 was l1,- 
982,385 long tons, valued at $5,896,993, 
as compared with 1,835,667 long tons, 

valued at $5,418,449, in 1915. 

The quantity of domestic rock phos- 
phate exported in 1916 was 242,989 long 
tons, valued at $1,150,026, only 9,000 
tons less than in 1915, but only about 
| one-fifth of the quantity exported in 
1918.

Indo-European or Aryan Race.

GREAT LAKES ARE HAZARDOUS 


Navigation Is Fraught With Danger, 

In Spite of Great Surveys Made 
by Government. 
after summer the fleet of 
the lake survey sails the brond expanse 
of the five lakes and the score of bays 
and inlets searching for danger spots 
that may claim their heavy toll of hu- 
man life and vessel tonnage. 

Since IS#1 the United States govern- 
Inent has been silently carrying on this 
work, a Herculean fight against the 
Jagged reef and the unseen shoal that 
Menace navigation. Sounding lines 
have been plunged into black depths’ 
of 95,000 squure miles of water; and 
still today there are areas that have 
hot been charted in which passing 
barks may founder, says the New York 
Sun. 

Three of the five steamers that com- 
pose the flotilla carry crews of 22 men. 
The two other bouts are smaller, hav- 
ing but ten or twelve men for a crew. 

Probably no frequented waterways 
In the world are so hazardous as the 
Great Lakes. At no time is a steamer 
on them more than a comparatively 
few hours from shore and periodically 
fierce storms arise, fully as violent as 
those experienced on the ocean, which 
play with the steel ships, battering 
them helplessly about, threatening to 
engulf or sweep them ashore. 

Over $5,000,000 has been spent by 
the government since 1841 for the pros- 
ccution of the work of charting the 
lakes, Locked in heavy timbered 
boxes, protected from fire in immense 
vaults in the old post office building, 
Detroit, are over 1,300 field charts, dat- 
ing back to 1818, when a survey of 
Lake Erie was made by officers of the 
British navy, With few exceptions the 
Inups are the result of the scientific 
researches of United States oflicers 
and surveyors,
